James Hawkins, a boy 15 years of age, 
and only son of a widow mother, was last 
week horribly crushed by s threshing 
machine, about 15 miles from this city. 
We bave not learned the exact nature of 
the accident, but, however, it may have 
‘occurred the poor boy had both his thighs 
and one arm broken, and the flesh of his 
body otherwise tearfully Incersted. He 
was brought to the city by the St Law.

‘as though they were our own. All this 
was very galling as you may‘imagine, but so 
thoroughly had we ween impced upon,

‘apply the lash pretty severely at times, 
that few of us hid the spirit to rebel. 

The contest commenced with some 
skurmislung in Ontario, in which both sides 
claimed the victory, bat, which, as events 
turned out, resulted advantageously to the 
euemy. Ahout thiatime Brown lal re~ 
course toa scheme which was character- 
intic of the min, and certainly was entitled 
to credit for its impadence and originality.
